Dear Sir: Regarding the swim- 


ming events to come off in tbe Y. M. 
C, A. tank, 1 think Kingston'ought 
to be the possessor of an up-to-date 
swimming pool. What better mera- 
orlalxof the p»rt Kingston boys took 
In tn« late war could be erected than 
a couple of good big swimming pools 
one for men and one for boys, in 
which tbey could learn 
to swim 


without tbe present element of dan- 
ger in the creeks, tbe river and other 
places. I believe tbe percentage of 
our population tbat can swim Is very 
small, and crery season there is a 
regular toll of deaths due to drown- 
ing, because of getting beyond tbeir 
depth. Perhaps a short description 
of some free public swimming baths 
in one of the "English towns might 
be interesting. 


These baths were about ISO feet
